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“I came to Grant countyn the 2& of April, 1832,
passingmy first night on (thetop) of Sinsinawa
Mound. (Not far from where we are tod3y

Druentells that he was awakened that first night by sounds
of an Indian war party that had encamped just belowdmnim
themound. He spent a troubled night, but when he awoke the
war party was gone. He goes on to write:

“The next dayl learned that a party of U.S.
surveyorshad made rich discoveries of lead at Potosi
and| started thither at once having neither track nor
pathto follow or to guide me.

Proceedingpn my way | came to a place where a
dozenor so men were engaged in building a cabin ——
thefirst White mans structure erected on the site of
Potosi.

A number of us pitched our tent and went to work.
Potosigrew and its population, mostly miners, rapidly
increased.

All wentprosperously until one night at about 1
o’clock, when a man rode wildly into camp bearthg
news of Stillmans defeat (by Blackhawk) at Rock
River. We were all badly scared, turned tail and fled,
sometoward Galena, some toward Jamestown, and
some toward Platteville. Only two men had the
courageto stand their ground and risk their scalps. The
nextday we recovereftom our fright, assembled in
considerabldorce and held sort of a council of war

Somewere for building a fort right there in the
diggings;others thought it a rather good thing to go to
Galena(as fast as we could). Hearing thah#itary
companywas oganizing at Cassville, three otharsd
myselfset out for that town at once.

At Cassville we founthe “colonel” building a fort
andorganizing a company of soldierdJpon telling
him what we came fohe desired to know whethere
would or could do any fighting. | said, &ke of your
coatand lets have a round.” He looked at me and said
he guessed held take us§o we were mustered in at
onceand forthwith put on duty Our company was
known as the Rangers, for we were employed in
ranging the country between the Grant and the
WisconsinRiver, a tract which we traversed a great
manytimes and whereiwe killed 8 or 10 Indians and
madel2 or 15 prisoners.

Whenthe strife was over and the smoke of peace
arosefrom all that region, we returnéd Potosi and
resumedur picksand gads and shovels as though we
havenot been dfmaking history at all but had only
gonea—fishing or had been fooling about for our health
asit were.”
